Budget Higher, 
Sweeping Tax 
Hike Discussed 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus told the Leg- 
islative Council today that gen- 
eral revenue requests for the 
coming biennium exceed the 
most optimistic estimates of tax 
collections by $6 million a year. 


After giving the council this 


information, the governor said 
that perhaps the time has come 
for Arkansas to consider wheth- 
er it is going to take another 
step forward as it did when the 
legislature enacted a general 
tax increase in 1957. 


Faubus said after his talk to 


the council that he personally 
was not proposing a tax in- 
crease but that it would not hurt 
for the people to'start thinking 
about the economic situation in 
the state. 


"Do we want to be daring, en- 


thusiastic, with vision for the 
future and come up with some- 
thing to provide for the needs, 
or do we want to curtail the 
budgets to the amount of funds 
available?" Faubus asked the 
council.

"I wonder where, the state 


would be if we hadn't stepped 
out in 1957,", he said. "This is 
not a. master of budgets|;&;is a 
matter of policy and vision."

cuit Court Judge William J. 
Kirby overruled four of five mo- 
tions filed Monday for Jackie 
Lee Wood, 20, of Springdale, 
who is charged with the murder 
of Pamela Ann King, 17, of Lit- 
tle Rock. 


The m o t i o n s dealt with 


Wood's legal rights and ques- 
tions of legal procedure. The 
motion Kirby granted gave the 
defense access to a list of the 
state's witnesses and the autop- 
sy .report on Miss King, who 
was strangled in a Little Rock 
motel room on Sept. 6,

Chinese Plan 
for Congo Hit 
a Hard Blow

The United States may take a 


propaganda bcnllng in Africa, 
bul the rout of Congolese rebels 
at Stanleyville likely has dam- 
aged a key Chinese Communist 
enterprise. 


The Congo developments may 


even aggravate the already bad 
relations existing between the 
Soviet regime and Peking. 


In the long view, interruption 


of Peking's plans to gain a foot- 
hold in Africa's most critical 
area may prove more important 
to the West than the bruised 
feelings of leaders of new Afri- 
can nations. 


The 
Congo 
developments 


strengthen an already strong 
impression 
that 
the 
Peking 


campaign in Africa has been 
directed against the Soviet Un- 
ion as well as the United States 
and the West. 


Tliis may explain why Mos- 


cow seemed slow in reacting to 
Lhc events, which easily could 
have mushroomed into a big 
international crisis as soon as 
the Kremlin heard of plans to 
use U.S. transport planes to fer- 
ry Belgian troops to the rebel 
capital at Stanleyville. 


Ordinarily, U.S. involvement 


against a left-oriented rebellion 
would have produced clamor 
and threats from Moscow. This 
time the response was mild. 


Time and again Peking has 


challenged Moscow in Africa. 


Only last week in a violent 


attack on supporters of the fall- 
en Nikita Khrushchev — an as- 
sault obviously aimed at men 
still in power in Moscow — Red 
China accused the Russians of 
perfidy in the Congo. 


Tliis was an attack on the 


peaceful 
coexistence 
policy 


which the new Soviet regime 
says it will continue. Under this 
policy, the Red Chinese insisted, 
Khrushchev 
— meaning 
the 


whole Soviet leadership — "in- 
structed the Soviet delegate at 
the United Nations to vote for 
the dispatch of forces of aggres- 
sion to the Congo, which helped 
the U.S. imperialists suppress 
the Congolese people, and used 
Soviet transport 
facilities to 


move so-called U.N. troops to 
the Congo." 


Red China, busy for some 


time trying to shut the Russians 
out of revolutionary movements 
in Asia and Africa, appears to 
have made Africa the main cold 
war arena. All Red Chinese em- 
bassies in Africa seem lavishly 
supplied with money to buy sub- 
version. 


Peking's plan appears to have 


been to entrench a usable Com- 
munist government in the Con 
go, Africa's heart, and work 
from there toward domination 
.of other areas. If this was the 
case, the timetable now may be 
badly upset.

Although a Congregation!)list 


limself, Harold Wilson by liis 
office now is largely responsible 
or ecclesiastical appointments 
n the Church of England, the 
state established church. Bish- 
ops, cathedral deans, even some 
canons and lesser clergy are 
appointed by the monarch on 
Wilson's nomination. He could 
change the look of things by 
picking young men to the now 
aging bench of bishops. 


There are 43 diocesan and 40 


suffragan bishops in the Church 
of England today. The oldest is 
he 74-year-old Bishop of Sodor 
and Man; the youngest the 49- 
year-old Bishop of Southwell. 
Their average ag-3 is around 60. 
There is no fixed retiring age. 


To be a bishop in the Church 


of England you must be "a 
learned presbyter'1 — priest — 
at least 30 years old, born in 
lawful wedlock, and of good life 
and behavior. , 
/ 


You will be addressed as right 


reverend and nave the legal 
style of "my lord bishop." You 
may marry but, ic you do. your 
wife will have no title, or prec- 
edence at public functions. In 
rank you will be above a baron 
and below a viscount, mar- 
quess, earl or duke. 


The two archbishops — Can- 


terbury and York — sit with 24 
of the other bishops in the 
House of Lords as 
spiritual 


peers. The bishons of London, 
Durham and Winchester jit 
there by right of their sees; Hie 
others by seniority of their con- 
secration to the episcopacy.
